"The Camera Eye vs. Dr. Cook” 
(Lire, Aug. 20) was very unjust. It 
did not give the true facts on the 
Cook-Peary polar enigma and the re- 
lationship to Mt. McKinley which has 
puzzled the world for almost 50 years. 
The article is slanted to Mr. Wash- 
burn’s point of view as evidenced by 
the follow 

It presents a pictorial confusion. 
A comparison of Dr. Cook’s summit 
with those of his detractors reveals 
that they are very different. Bradford 
Washburn’s, supposedly taken 191% 
miles from the summit, does not re- 
semble even Cook’ 

Therefore a decision based on this 
photographic evidence is not conclu- 
sive, And the photographs on page 88 
do not tell the whole story. Dr. Cook 
later edited the captions of those pic- 
tures in his book To the Top of the 
Continent, "Spur of Mt, MeKinley” 
in Harper's magazine was captioned 
in the book, "In the Solitude of the 
Cloud World.”

that others who followed Cook's foot- 
steps to the summit at the higher alti- 
tude level confirmed Dr. Cook's de- 
scription of that area. 

It ignores the statements made by 
the Gonnason expedition who are the 
only ones since Dr. Cook to set foot 
‘on the area from 8,000 feet to 11,500 
feet from Ruth Glacier. 

Dr. Cook did not suddenly vanish 
in the midst of the McKinley contro- 
versy in 1907 as stated by Lire is 
its article. 

There was no controversy until 
September 1909 when both Cook and 
Peary claimed to be the first at the 
North Pole. In 1907 Dr. Cook was 
universally accepted as the first to set 
foot on the top of McKinley. 

Cook lectured to five million on 
his expeditions in pleading for a 
and impersonal hearing. It is signif- 
icant that despite opposition to block 
the congressional investigation, im- 
portant data crediting his claims to 
the detriment of Peary’s were int 
duced and incorporated into the Con- 
gressional Records, 1914-16. 

Dr. Cook's narrative My Attainment 
of the Pole has stood the test of time 
while Peary’s does not bear the strong 
searchlight of investigation.

Here are its major facets: 
> The increase of children. Prosperity has virtually dou- 
bled the U.S, birth rate, from 2 million a year in 1941 to 
1955’s all-time record of 4 million. Result: a tidal wave of 
students is inundating already inadequate schools. In a dec- 
ade the total of 20 million students in the first eight grades 
has jumped to 30 million. In a few years the same wave 
will boost the high school enrollment from its present 7 mil- 
lion to 10 million, college enrollment from 2}4 million to 
more than 5 million. 

» Too few teachers. There are now 1,066,000 teachers ii 
service in the public schools. An additional 750,000 are need 
ed in the next three years. But to recruit 250,000 a year 
would take half of all the college graduates getting bachelor 
degrees. This is an impossibility in view of other demands, 
and in view of the growin; nce of such graduates to 
take up the much underpaid job of teaching. In 1955, 86,696 
intended te: a third of the immediate 


recent White House Conferenc eation summed up 
what this means: ‘Tens of thousands of American children 
are today being taught by men and women who themselves 
have an inadequate education.” 

> Too few schools, In the last 80 


ars, when the popula- 
tion of the U.S. tripled, high school enrollments increased 
75 fold. Adds the White House Conference, “Obviously 
high school buildings should have been multiplied by about 
75 during the same period, but ... this did not occur.” In 
the 18 years between 1930 and 1948, because of depression 
and war, “hardly any schools were constructed.” The need 
is for 470,000 new classrooms in the next three years: the 
present rate of building will provide only about 150.000. Re- 
sult: more and more classes are spilling far over the 25 stu- 
dents per teacher which is desirable; more and more schools 
are resorting to double sessions. Yet the last Congress killed 
the President’s bill providing $1.6 billion in federal aid for 
school construction. 

What can the ordinary citizen do about the crisis? There 
are many things he can do. The biggest single thing is to make 
this problem his own personal responsibility, to understand 
that education belongs not to educators alone but to all the 
people. Here are some valid goals to work for: 

» Let Congress know that the people will not tolerate con- 
tinued inaction on the aid-to-education bill. 

» Help restore the dignity and importance of teaching to 
the high place it once held. Many teachers start in at as little 


as $3,000 a year (against a truck driver's $4,400), and all too 
often they share the view that their calling is ignominious. It 
will be necessary to double their salaries before teachers can 
be on an economic par with other professions. Doing this also 
can bring in abler people who will command greater respect. 
» Find ways to save that “lost battalion” of the brightest 
high school graduates, more than half of whom do not go on 
through college. Getting them to go on, as potential teacher 
recruits, could by itself go along way to help solve the teach- 
er shortage. Problem: finding them, discovering their plans, 
encouraging them to keep on, through local scholarships or 
ts a community in- 


other aid. (A Chicago businessman suggt 
vestment fund to advance tuition loans which would be re- 
paid by the graduate’s subsequent earnings.) 

> Reclaim a lot of potential teaching talent now going to 
waste a well-educated women in their 40s whose chil- 
dren are mature. These women could be recruited and quickly 
trained with refresher courses, Moreover, industries employ- 
ing expert mathematicians. chemists, etc., might release them 
for several hours of teaching each week. Other people with 
special knowledge could volunteer as teachers—e.g., profes- 
sional authors to lead classes in creative writing. 

» Teaching techniques, which have scarcely changed at all 
in a decade, need to be brought abreast of the electronic age. 
Some schools (e.g. in New York State) are already launching 
experiments with closed-circuit TV. Much more imaginative 
uses could be made of this medium. The ideal for every so- 
ciety—never yet attained by any—would be for the cream of 
each generation to teach the following one. But television 
now makes it possible to tap the accumulated wisdom and 
experience of the leaders who have shaped our destinies, rev- 
olutionized our world, or inspired our souls—the Churchills, 
Ketterings, Toseaninis and Schweitzers. Students can see and 
hear them as in the flesh. Moreover, the talents of the very 
few teachers who have the spark of inspiring others can be 
similarly diffused over hundreds of classrooms by TV. Much 
greater use should be made of existing historical treasures like 
the Library of Congress’ “oral history” recordings of personal 
memoirs by the great, and of documentary films. And we need 
new types of high school classes, classes like those at M.LT. 
in “creative thinking,” which, by challenging the brain to 
think up original solutions to hypothetical problems, trains 
it in the habit of original thinking.

Help from the family 


The home, which used to be the center of education for most 
Americans (e.g., Lincoln got his there reading Blackstone’s 
Commentaries. the Bible, Weems histories. Aesop's Fables, 
and Pilgrim’s Progress), needs to become again a place where 
the whole family shares in learning. It can revive the old- 
fashioned Sunday reading hour, where members take turns 
in reading from the classics: children can be offered prizes 
for memorizing great poems and speeches. Getting them to 
perform dramatic readings can stir their imaginations and 
help to kindle that divine curiosity without which all edu- 
cation is useless, but whose existence can produce education 
even without schools or teachers. The education crisis can 
be a hidden blessing if it stirs greater responsibility among 
parents and greater self-reliance among children. 

In any case, it is every American parent’s duty to make 
every concrete contribution he can toward easing the impact 
of the tidal wave of new children. As a practical first step, why 
not go to the next meeting of the school board and theP.T.A., 
or go down to the school itself and ask, “What can I do?”

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PEACEFUL PROPOSAL, 
BLOODY AFTERMATH 


While the processes of disfranchising and Jim-Crowing the Negro were 
at their height in the South, an eminent Negro arose to offer some ideas 
as to how whites and Negroes could live in peace. The man was Booker 
T. Washington and his ideas, delivered in 1895 in a speech in Georgia, 
became known as “The Atlanta Compromise.” Washington's thesis was 
that Negroes should find dignity and prosperity in “common labor” and 
should not agitate for social equality at that time. Both Negroes and 
whites cheered the speech then. Today, many Negroes denounce it as an 
acceptance by Negroes of citizenship. 

Relations between whites and Negroes worsened in the years following 
Washington's speech. N fell victim of the hysterical hatred for mi- 
norities which swept the U.S. in both the Spanish-American and 
World wars. Mob action became increasingly common in the South—in 
1919, 76 Negroes died at the hands of mobs. Moreover, anti-Negro feeling 
spread to the North and Midwest where a new Ku Klux Klan (opposite

THE LINEAGE OF A ‘NEGRO’ FAMILY

Here are shown some of the family of the Reverend and Mrs. Wil- 
liam J. Faulkner, which can be called a “typical U.S. Negro” fam- 
ily. Their portraits are arranged with those of their forebears and 
descendants to form a six-generation genealogical chart. Dr. Faulk- 
ner, pastor of the Congregational Church of Park Manor in Chi- 
cago, is in center with his wife. In the smaller pictures above are 
shown some of their forebears; beside them are their three children 
and three children-in-law, and below them their six grandchildren. 

What makes the Faulkners a “typical U.S. Negro” family is the 
fact that they have an admixture of white stock. Only about 15% 
of U.S. Negroes are of unmixed African descent, all others having 
white, American Indian or both in their ancestry. A glance at the 
faces of the entire group raises this question: Who, or what, is a 
U.S. Negro? 

No reputable anthropologist will make a hard and fast answer, 
other than to say that there is no such thing as an exclusively 


d that the typical U.S. Negro is a mixture 
‘tes where segregation or miscegenation 
laws exist, however, legislators do attempt an answer. The attempt 
leads to great complications and little agreement. For example, 
Oregon, in a miscegenation law, once defined a Negro as anyone 
having a one-fourth fraction of “Negro blood.” In some southern 
and border states, among them Missouri, Florida and South Caro- 
lina, various laws have defined a “Negro” as anyone having as little 
as a one-eighth fraction. The ultimate is reached in other southern 
states, including Alabama, Georgia and Texas, where for some legal 
purposes all persons of “African descent” have been held to be Ne- 
grocs. In this extreme view, all of the Faulkners are Negroes.

Oldtime Boston boss says ‘That book 


about me’ failed to do him justice 


‘OR 20 weeks this year Edwin O’Connor’s The Last Hurrah, a 

joyous novel of big-city politics, was at the top of the best- 
seller lists. It is both an affectionate farewell to—and an exposé 
of—the oldtime city boss, that vanishing figure who, in his most 
flamboyant manifestations, was often an Irish-American. 

A Book-of-the-Month Club selection, The Last Hurrah already 
has more than two million copies in print. It is one of the finest 
American novels ever written about politics, and its title has al- 
ready become a part of the language. 

The Last Hurrah recently received a special accolade in the form 
of a lecture at the University of New Hampshire by James Michael 
Curley of Boston, one of the great city bosses of his time, Lire 
here publishes his review of the book because there is, perhaps, 
no man more peculiarly suited to comment on it. 

The chief character in The Last Hurrah is Frank Skeffington, a 

year-old Irish-American, many times mayor of a city resembling 
Boston, former governor of his state, a consummate politician, a 
superb, old-fashioned orator and, in the opinion of his many ene- 
mies, the most unprincipled rogue in politics. 

When the novel was first published, an imaginative Boston new: 
paper asked Curley to review it—possibly because he was an 
81-year-old Irish-American, four times mayor of Boston, former 
governor of Massachusetts, a consummate politician, a superb 
old-fashioned orator and, in the opinion of his many enemies, the 
most unprincipled rogue in politics. Curley took one look at his ad- 
vance copy of The Last Hurrah and sent it back to the paper with 
the terse review: ‘The matter is in the hands of my attorneys.” 

But when the book aera Cur. 
ley saw that everyone was delighted 
with Skeffington, Readers might de- 
plore Skeffington’s outrageous con- 
duct, his ruthless use of power and 
his lack of political ethics, but he was 
so full of life, so charming and buoy- 
ant, and so adept at helping “his own 
people” that everybody loved him. 

‘Always attuned to public opinion, 
Curley began to talk fondly of “that 
book about me.” When he finally ran 
into Author O'Connor, he said, “I'm 
glad to see you. That was a fine book 
you wrote about me.” Curley cut off 
O’Connor’s disclaimer that Skeffing- 
ton was wholly imaginary: “Yes, in- 
CURLEY lectures about The deed, most entertaining,” he boomed. 
Last Hurrah at Durham, N.H. The son of Galway immigrants, 

Curley was a ward boss at 26 when 
the Boston Irish were just coming into their own. He built his 
power the old-fashioned way—with handouts, promises, hokum 
and oratory. An alderman at 30, he ran into trouble by taking a 
civil service exam for a not very bright supporter and wound up 
in jail for conspiracy. Instead of being contrite, he posed as a mar- 
tyr who had risked everything for a destitute friend. As alderman 
and later as councilman, he made life miserable for his colleagues, 
proposing countless reforms and civic improvements that en- 
hanced his reputation as the champion of the oppressed. 

In 1914, when he became mayor, his openhanded leadership 
gave the city new beaches, new buildings, new roads, new play- 
grounds—all at fantastic public expense, to be sure. While good- 
government committees tried desperately to pin down rumors of 
graft, Curley raised taxes, bludgeoned banks into making forced 
Igans, exhausted the treasury, threw the city into debt—and went 
right on spending money. At one point he threatened to flood a 
bank’s vaults with city water if he did not get a loan. He got it. 

Despi'e almost hysterical opposition, he won a second and then 
a third term as mayor. Then, in a move that was considered political 
suicide in Boston. he deserted Irish-Catholic A] Smith and supported

HAVE been asked to discuss a book called The Last Hurrah,

I am supposed to have r d the last rites of the 
Catholic Church and I'd been in a state of coma for about 12 hours 
when the owner of the Boston Herald comes in and looks at me in 
that sad state, and he said, “I suppose, Skeffington, if you had to 
do it all over again you’d do different.” And I replied to him, as [ 
would reply if I were Skeffington, “The hell I would.” 
i some poet who said, “To my virtues be most kind, 
s a little blind.” They’ve been rather blind to my 
y've never been blind to my faults, although vir- 
tues outshine faults tremendously. I wish that the author of 
the book had had an opportunity to read this book here. It’s en- 
titled, “The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Addresses and Mes- 
sages to General Court, Proclamations, Official Addresses, Corre- 
spondence and Statements” by His Excellency Governor James 
M. Curley for the year of 1935 and 1936. It’s a compilation of all 
the messages that had been sent in to the legislature during that 
period and all the proclamations and all the radio addresses of 
any consequence. And I’m going to leave it to the faculty when 
T leave here tonight so they may have an opportunity to read it 
over and then decide if Curley was just as bad as Curley has 
been so often painted. 

I believe that if the author of The Last Hurrah had had an oppor- 
tunity to be about 20 years older than he is, or perhaps 30, he 
might have some idea of the ferocity of the struggle for existence 
upon the part of the workingman in any portion of New England. 
The average salary about 40 years ago for laborers was 10¢ an 
hour. The women who scrubbed the floors in our state capitol 
when Curley came in, they received about $1.50 a day and that’s 
all. Many of them were beautiful women, married some promising 
young man, believed the whole future was going to be a day in a 
bed of roses for them. The young man died and passed away and 
they were left with the children in the struggle for existence. 

The first day I was in the Statehouse as governor in 1935, I saw 
those women who had seen better days and had better prospects at

one time down on their knees scrubbing the floor. So I sent for the 
superintendent of the Statehouse and I said, “How long has this 
been going on? Women down on their knees on the hard marble 
floors scrubbing them.” “Oh,” he said, “that’s always been the 
rule.” I said, “It isn’t the rule any longer. I want you to gather up 
those scrubbing brushes and throw them in the ash barrel and 
buy long-handled brooms for the women to work with, The only 
time a woman should be on her knees is when she’s praying to 
Almighty God for better days.” 

We were most inhuman in our treatments in Massachusetts— 
and I believe that applies pretty generally to many states of the 
Union—of the unfortunates afflicted with insanity. We had 3,500 
insane persons in the institutions and we had an average of 500 
being committed every year. They had those old bathtubs similar 
to what they used in the days of Caesar, about 8 foot long and 
4 foot wide and 3 foot deep. And when a woman would get obstrep- 
erous, they’d put her in that bathtub, a hole cut for the head to 
come out, steel planks on the sides. 

The attendants were working a seven-day week and a 12-hour 
day. Well, now if you're handling insane people, seven days, 12 
hours a day, when Saturday night comes around you'd find it kind 
of difficult to keep awake and what would happen? The attendant 
would have a woman put in one of those bathtubs Friday night or 
Saturday night or Sunday night, and then he'd close the iron door 
and turn the water on lukewarm and go outside and smoke a cigaret. 
You turn it on lukewarm and it'd stay lukewarm for a while and 
then turn hot, boiling, scalding. The attendant would fall asleep, 
wake up in perhaps 15 minutes or a half hour, open the door and 
somebody’s mother would have every bit of flesh scalded off her 
limbs. I'd sent to the head of the institution and asked for a report 
on that case. He'd say, ‘No such thing ever happened.” 


‘It smells like a stable” 


ny it so happened, we were constructing two new buildings for 
the women, and the federal men had charge of the job, and 
one of the federal men was a friend of mine. He said, “You ought 
to come out here some morning early and see what takes place 
here.” He said, “It smells like an old New England stable did about 
50 years ago.” 

So I went out one morning about half past five with a friend and 
went through the two buildings. The women’s beds were as close 
together as the fingers of my hand. This woman here would want 
to get a glass of water and she'd pull up the blankets and pull 
them off the other woman and they'd be at one another and one of 
them would be killed. There were no slips on the pillows, there 
were no sheets on the beds, and the mattresses were soaking wet 
and black as Egypt. 

Then they came around to-deliver the food. They delivered, in 
galvanized iron ash cans, oatmeal, without sugar and without milk. 
‘The assistant came along with a long-handled pail and dipper and 
would dip in and say, “Get ready” and slap it on. They had for 
breakfast every day ‘cooked oatmeal without milk or sugar.

that had been going on all these years. And after I went through 
the second building I came out and the superintendent, a highly 
intelligent, cultured gentleman, on crutches, had been on a drunk 
for three weeks and just got out. He came along and with a very 
nice yoice he said, “Your Excellency. Thank the Lord, I’m just in 
time.” I said, “You are just in time. You’re fired.” 

And so we changed all that. I had to appoint 2,500 persons, 
men and women, as attendants, when we reduced the time from a 
seven-day week and a 12-hour day to a six-day week and an eight- 
hour day. But here’s the interesting thing about it that people lose 
sight of. One year after I had put through the change, in the 
interest of humane treatment of the unfortunates in insane asy- 
lums, they had a meeting of 30 nations in London and in one di 
the 30 nations voted to adopt the Curley eight-hour day and a six- 
day week. So you see, from a small thing like that there’s benefit. 
That'd be a nice thing to put in the book. 

Now then they talk about winning the support of the poor 
people in order to secure election. Well, I recall that in 1900 there 
were only two agencies, the Salvation Army and one of the Catho- 
lic agencies that provided for the poor in rather a meager way at 
Christmas. And the following year I decided that we would give 
them a decent Thanksgiving dinner and a decent Christmas dinner 
with turkey and all the fixings and everything that goes with it, 
and then toys for the children and mittens for the boys and girls 
at Christmas time. Well, I discovered that the party in power at 
the time—not my own political party but the other—learned what 
was going on, and they discharged every high-salaried person who 
belonged to the old Tammany Club. 

So, I went down and saw the pawnshop man, and I pawned my 
watch for $125. The salary of the city council, in those days, was 
only $300. So, I went to a money lender and told him what the 
situation was. I needed some money to take care of the poor at 
Christmas. What would he give me on my salary? He said, “I'll 
give you $260, and I'll charge you $100 interest, and the interest 
has got to be paid back in three weeks.” “Well.” I said, “I need 
the money awfully bad so I’ve got to take it.

nw then I woke up and discovered that I was still shy of enough 
money for the presents. And Iwent down to George Raymond 
[Raymond headed a Boston department store]. Raymond had died 
and a man from Winchester had the job. I'd never met him in 
my life before and he'd never met me. I went in. I told him the 
situation. I said, “I would like to get a thousand dollars’ worth 
of dolls and toys and dollar woolen mittens for the boys and 
girls out there. Now, you don’t know me, and I don’t know you. 
The question is whether you are willing to trust me or not. I might 
not pay you for six months, and I might not pay you for a year, 
but fl pay you, eventually.” He said, “You can have a thousand

So he gave me all the toys I needed 
and all the mittens. 

I don’t know whether anybody here has ever read about Fantine 
in that book [Les Misérables] by the French novelist, Victor Hugo, 
but his story is in there about the first doll Fantine’s little girl had, 
and how she felt with it. Well, we started to give out the dolls, and 
there was one doll about 3 feet high, and when you passed it over 
your shoulder it said “mummy.” There was a little blind girl in 
the audience about 5 years of age, born blind, and I instructed 
them to go down and bring her up and give her the doll, She took 
hold of the little doll and she said, “O} ta doll, it’s a baby,” 

he said. She put it over her shoulder, and it said “mummy.” 
"Ma, I’m going home with my baby,” she said and rushed for the 
door. We just caught her in time or she'd have been killed on the 
steps going down. It more than repaid us for all that we did, and 
eventually I paid it, 


Fixing the loan sharks - 


HEY had customers there, these loan sharks. When I went in 

as mayor, there were 3,200 persons in the employment of the 
city in the hands of the loan sharks, 3,200. And so I investigated 
and checked up, and I found an old law under which no male mar- 
ried man could make his salary out to a loan agency unless he had 
the approval of his wife, and there were only eight that had the ap- 
proval of their wives. And the total amount borrowed was $38,000. 

So we dispossessed the loan sharks to the tune of $38,000. Well, 
the man that charged me $100 interest on my city council salary 
to get for the poor, he lost $18,000. And I met him on the 
street, ig husky, he boosted about 6 feet 6 inches, and 
dressed in the height of He said, ‘You did a contemptible 
trick to me.” He said, 18.000 of those loans, and I lost 
every cent of it.” I said, “I was good to you. I only charged you 
compound interest compounded weekly. If [had charged you in- 
terest compounded every hour it would have cost you $38,000.” 
He took off his hat every time I passed him after that. Now those 
are the little things, and the little things count. 

After we got rid of the bad moneylenders, why, I organized 
what’s known as the City of Boston Credit Union. The City of 
Boston Credit Union, created on Nov. 15, 1935, interesting to 
note, has loaned $18.5 million since the inception and with losses 
of only $41,000 and those losses were due to the police strike 
that took place at one time. And so, anybody who works for the 
city, of the 18,000 city employes, they can go and borrow money 
from the city, pay a half of one per cent a month and get all the 
money they want. It’s a good law. It ought to be in operation 
everywhere. It would do away with the loan sharks who have no 
conscience and have no regard for their fellow men. 

Now, those are things that really ought to be included in this 
book, but they haven’t been included. I suppose it’s doing too 
much credit to Curley to include them, but it’s gone on and on 
and on all of the time. It hasn’t been an easy job bringing these

matters about. It was continuous fighting all the time. I sometimes 
think of what Kipling said in Mandalay: 


When Earth’s last picture is painted 
and the tubes are twisted and dried, 
When the oldest colors have faded, 
and the youngest critic has died, 
We shall rest, and, faith, we shall need it 
—lie down for an acon or two, 
Till the Master of All Good Workmen 
shall put us to work anew. 
And those that were good shall be happy: 
they shall sit in a golden chair; 
They shall splash at a ten-league canvas 
with brushes of comets’ hair. 
They shall find real saints to draw from 
—Magdalene, Peter and Paul; 
‘They shall work for an age at a sitting 
and never be tired at all! 
And only The Master shall praise us, 
and only The Master shall blame; 
And no one shall work for money, 
and no one shall work for fame. 


Now how vital it is that we remember those little lines as we go 
through life. 

I had a very interesting experience, and I think they could have 
the same thing here in this institution. In 1930, when the Depres- 
sion came on, I called a conference of the professors of economics 
in the 22 colleges and universities in Massachusetts. I had them 
meet once a week for a period of nearly a year. We had dinner, 
cocktails, highballs occasionally, and 100% attendance, of course. 
And the dean of Harvard economists said to me after we had had a 
meeting for about a month, he said, “I can’t understand it, I’ve 
been teaching economics for 30 years at Harvard University, and 
this is the first time I’ve been asked to give advice to a public 
official as to a new course of procedure.” 

They made certain recommendations. The first recommendation 
was that in the event of another depression the country would 
immediately establish a Federal Industrial Planning Board. Now 
there isn’t a successful corporation in America that doesn’t have a 
planning board to plan the future and anticipate what's going to 
happen. They never had one in the United States. They never had 
one that worked at the Statehouse until Curley came in. And I 
ked President Roosevelt before he died, about five months, 
How'd that planning board make out?” “Why,” he said, “that 
was phenomenal. It was miraculous. 

In the judgment of the economists who studied in Washington, 
their first recommendation represented a savings in the United 
States of $10 billion. President Roosevelt said their first recom- 
mendation was the planting of trees along the rivers and lakes in 
the Northwest and in the middle of the country and along the

HEADED FOR PRISON in 1947, Curley went to court in wheelch heard 
appeal for suspension denied. “You have sentenced me to die,” he predicted. 
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Pacific coast. I once witnessed a sandstorm out there. I was in 
one of the states out there, invited to compete with some Republi- 


can congressman talking. We drew lots, and, of course, naturally, 
I went on first. I got two-thirds through when the sandstorm 


came and when I finished the co! sman had gone, and the audi- 

ence had and the cattle had gone. It’s like a fog coming in 
from the ocean, fine particles of sand to a depth of six inches to a 
couple of feet on the soil, and you can’t plant anything on there 
till you remove that and put fresh soil in its place. They planted 
17.5 million trees along the rivers and the lakes of the countr 
The trees were five years old when they were planted. We'll ne 
have another dust storm in America. 

Now the second recommendation made by these men related to 
the Mississippi River. I venture to say there wasn’t more than 
three of the professors that ever had enough money to go as far 
west as the Mississippi River and didn’t know where it was, exc 
on the map. Well, they recommended that we make the Mississip- 
pi River navigable, from the Gulf of Mexico clean up to Chicago. 

I took it up with President Hoover. He wouldn’t listen. He si 
it would put the railroads out of busi . Well, about that time 
they were toppling. I said, ‘They’re all out of busine 
about three, e three will be in bankruptey in a short whil 
—which the ventually, “But if you put through this, and 
you make the M ippi River navigabie, you'll add a third coast 
line to the United States of America. You have the Atlantic and 
you have the Pacific. And the day has gone by when they are 
going to carry bulk freight over the Rocky Mountains on one side 
and the Appalachians on the other.” He couldn’t see it 

I took it up with Roosevelt—before he sent me to jail. He pro- 
ceeded at once to send out a good engineer and they got busy out 
there and reported back, and then they started to recommend the 
expenditure of $2 billion to make the Mississippi River navigable. 

Then the next step we took, or the next recommendation, was 
a five-day week in industry. They tried it out in the Post Office 
Department. We were animated by a desire to make available more 
opportunities for men to work in America. We tried that in the 
Post Office, and it worked so well that today it is adopted by every 
federal department in the United States and by most of the private 
concerns in the United States, a five-day week. It was brought 
about by Curley. But they don’t say anything about that in The 
Last Hurrah. Now then, those are the things that really count.

criminal offense to employ women and children between the ages 
of 12 and 18 in industry. We didn’t quite get that bill through, 
but it’s going to be adopted someday. It would mean a sturdier 
womanhood and a sturdier manhood. 

And then we did adopt one law to make it a criminal offense to 
employ women in industry between midnight and 8 o'clock in the 
morning. We put that law through, and they can’t employ them 
any more in those hours. Now those are the real things that count. 

I went over to the convention in Chicago, by the way, when 
Roosevelt was first nominated, and I met a lady there from Fall 
River. Her husband was quite a character. "Now what are you 
doing here?” I asked. “I’m at the convention,” she said. I said, 
“Your husband is dead?” She said, “Yes.” “Didn't leave you much 
of anything?” “He left me 150 copies of The Life of John Boyle 
O'Riley, and that’s all he left me.” She said, “Would you buy 
them off me for half a dollar apiece?” I said, “No, I can’t, because 
I haven't got that much mone: t down for a while and I'll 


borrow or draw down a couple months’ pay off somebody and I'll 
pay you a thousand dollars for them.” And I did. 

Then I asked her, “How'd you get out here?” She said, “I don’t 
know, I borrowed a couple of hundred dollars off of somebody.” 


“Well,” I said, “now you keep quiet, and I’ll see if I can help 
you out.” So I went down to the leading florist—I was a little 
flush at the time—and I said, “I want a $200 horseshoe of roses, 
8 foot high, and the nicest thing you can make, and put a card on 
it, ‘To our beloved Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the next Presid 

of the United States’ and sign your name and address.” She did. 

So I’m standing on the platform and the only other piece of 
flowers that day, when he was carrying the nation the first time, 
was a little 50¢ bunch that was on the table, and I'm standing 
at the head of the stairs when he comes up to the platform. He 

id, “Do you know who sent the flowers, the horseshoe?” I said, 

ou’d snitch the card,” he said. “I'd like to know 
p, of course, I snitched the card which I had 
the florist address. He says, 
I said, “Yes, it’s right here.” I handed it to him. “Do you 
know her?” “No,” I said, “I don’t know her, but I knew her 
husband. He was quite a prominent character who died broke. I 
don’t know where she got the $200 to come to this convention, 
and I don’t know where she got the money to buy such a wonder- 
ful tribute to you.” “Don’t worry about her. I'll take care of her.” 
He wasn’t in office four weeks when he appointed her to a $6,500 
job down in Fall River, and I was glad of it. 

I’ve been in politics a long time. I started in 1915 with the 
capital of $25, and I’ve gone on now for about 30-odd years. I 
had my fortune told once over in Atlantic City. Mrs, Curley was 
with me at the time. She didn’t believe in the fortunetellers. This 
one was supposed to be very wonderful at it, so she told my for- 
tune. She said, “You were married twice, you're going to be mar- 
ried again when you're 93. You're going to live to be 125.” Mrs. 
Curley says, “Get out 0’ here from that table before you die of 
what she’s telling you.” 

Now those are the things that really count. So I’m going to 
present this book to the president of this institution and going to 
ask him after he reads it to send it to the man who wrote The Last 
Hurrah and let him compare notes with it and find out that the 
things they find me guilty of in the early days and later in life are 
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largely imaginary. You couldn’t be guilty of them and live with 
yourself, and I’m still living with myself and Mrs. Curley, and 
T'm very happy. Now I want to thank” you sincerely for the privi- 
lege and opportunity of saying a word to you, even though it isn’t 
as well connected as it might be. 

I feel a good deal like one of my secretaries, Joe Smith. He died 
some years ago. He was rather a cantankerous man, about 65 years 
of age. And I received an invitation when they opened the city 
hall down at Portland to go there and deliver an address for an All 
American Society. Well, I thought there was no such thing as the 
All American Society, but I looked it up. And I found it was the 
old Ku Klux Klan. I thought it would be rather a bad place for 
me to go, and since Smith was not a Catholic, I suggested he go 
down and represent me. He was about 65 years of age. And I said, 
“What you do when you get off the train, you go to the police 
station and ask for an escort of six police officers to stand behind 
the curtain while you're talking, and when you get through talk- 
ing, escort you from the hall to the train for Boston and come 
right home like a good boy.” 

So he went down. He was introduced, and he said, “I’m glad 
that Mayor Curley of Boston couldn’t come to address this won- 
derful gathering. And I’m glad he sent me because he’s a Roman 
Catholic and hates the Ku Klux Klan.” The house came out in 
a roar for him, He says, “I’m a North of Ireland Irishman, and 
Tm proud of it,” he says. They gave him another hand. “But,” 
he says, “as far as the Ku Klux ‘Klan is concerned, every minister 
that takes one of them in his pulpit and hugs him to his bosom, 
he ought to be executed!” 

Five hundred made a dash for the platform and six policemen 
walked from behind the curtain, escorted Smith to his train, and 
he came back to Boston. 

[The chairman of the University of New Hampshire meeting 
thanked Curley for his speech and told the audience that they 
would now be permitted to ask questions. But the chairman also 
intimated that it would be inconsiderate to ask questions because 
Curley had had a long trip up from Boston and was going to have 
a long trip back. Curley then returned to the rostrum.) 

“T don’t know if you in the audience will ask questions. It 
reminds me very much of the Hibernian Society that I belonged 
to about 25 years ago. Somebody disappeared with $1,500, and 
they thought it was one of the clergymen.

And a 
poor brother walked out and he said, ‘Yes,’ he said, “what did 
become of the $1,500?” And just then the sergeant at arms came 
down on him with the mace and they carried him out. And the 
sergeant at arms said, “Does anybody else want to know what 
happened to that $1,500?” Nobody did.
